se bakers a Officials Make Denial of Charles A. Stix and Other Of- 


ficials Will Not Agree to- 
Any Change. 


President Charles A. Stix and other 
officials of the Civic League stood pat“ 


{on the 1905 billboard ordinance and op- 


posed amendments advocated by 200 bill 
posters, printers and advertising men 
who attended a public hearing on the 
Howe and McKelvey bins Thursday 
night. 

Suggestions made at a conference 
Wednesday by Jeptha D. Howe, bin- 
board attorney, to amend the 196 ordi- 
nance by permitting large billboards 
flush with the sidewalk line in business 
districts, seemingly had been agreed to 
by Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Civic League, but Baldwin made it plain 
at the hearing Thursday that any 
amendment of the 1906 ordinance, which 
law had been upheld ag valid in every 
detail by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
would be opposed by the Civic League 
representatives. 

Labor Leaders Take Part. 

L. L. Leonard, Civic League member 
and author of the 1905 law, also took this 
stand and declared that both the Howe 
and McKelvey amendments were bits of 
effrontery. Any amendment of the 
old law would enable the com- 
panies’ to revive litigation which 
is now barred, and they might repeat 
the program of delay which suspended 
the law for nearly eight years. 

The companies withdrew their ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court on Oct. 24, and cannot restore the 
suit now. Percival Chubb, chairman of 
the Civic League Billboards Committee, 
also spoke against any amendment. 

J. P. McDonough of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union, President Charles 
Lammert of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil and Secretary John Warrington of 
the Allied Printing Trades Council 
asked the Council to modify the 1865 or- 
dinance in some manner that would en- 
able the billboard companies to main- 
tain the same number of boards as in 
the. past. 

McDonough made a plea for the men 
who post bills and print them, and for 
the smaller business institutions that 
resort to billboard advertising. He read 
from a report of the Civic League that 
only one bank advertised on billboaris 
and a small amount of department store 
advertising was to be discontinued at 
the expiration of contracts. “If the de- 
partment store people could advertise 
their daily bargains on billboards, I 
don’t imagine they would be so eager 
to pass laws putting some of the boards 
entirely out of business, said McDon- 
ough. “In comparing the pending or- 
dinances with the existing law, I find 


nulttee on Public Tinprovementy caned a | 
hearing Wednesday to see What might 
be the point of agreement between the 
opponents and advocates of the billboard 
ordinance of 1905. gave rise to an in- 
spired statement that the Civic League 
bad compromised its position: No com- 
promise has been made by the league 
and none will be made. Secretary Bald- 
win agreed at that conference to take up 
with the league officers certain minor 
suggestions as to modifying the limits 
of area of billboards.. They were so con- 
sidered and dismissed as entirely aside 
from the main issue and in conflict with 
it. 

‘That issue is whether or not the city 
will put to a fair trial the ordinance of 
1905, suspended in the court for eight 
years, and upheld by the Supreme Court 
of Missouri. If the ordinance is amend- 
ed it may easily open the way for an- 
other six or seven years’ of litigation. 
That is the essential objection to chang- 
‘ng any one of its provisions at this 
time. 

“The real issue is regulation of bill- 
boards. We are not concerned with 
whether boards shall be two feet or 
four feet from the ground, or with such 
ether minor details. The companies are 
urging them to cloud the main issue, of 
effective regulation in the interest of 
public safety and the sightliness of our 
city. There never has been a showing 
either before the Supreme Court or be- 
fore the Assembly that the details of 
regulation of 195 are not just and prac- 
ticable. The burden of proof is on them 
and they have not met it.

At 8 or 9 years of age the little moth- 
er comes into her heritage of -vicarious 
maternity. She becomes the caretaker 
of two or three or four younger chil- 
dren while her mother toils over a wash- 
tub or goes out to work, that the chil- 
dren may have food.

On his way, Fleming said, he will look 
up the record of a $2500 check cashed by 
the Baroness at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, New York, shortly before her 
visit to St. Louis late last summer. H: 
believes the signature on the check win 
furnish valuable evidence in the Bar- 
oness’ suit. She is now in New York: 

“I. am informed,” said the lawyer, 
“that Mr. Hurley obtained concessions 
in South America worth from $7,000,000 
to $8,000,000, through the influence of: the 
German Imperial Government. 

“Naturally, an American would not 
get the backing of the German Gov- 
ernment merely for the asking. Mr. 
Hurley, I am informed, had to spend 
much time, and a very large amount of 
money in Germany. It cost him, I am 
$1,250,000. 

“I have, fortunately, learned the 
name of a man high in the German 
Government, who is said to know about 
this matter. I shall try to interview 
him while I am abroad.

Now,“ he continued, reverting to his 
client, “the Baroness von Kalinowski 
is the daughter of a widow. Her

“Southern home” in Augusta, Ga., there 
to rest and recuperate after nearly 2 
years of practically continuous Federal 
service, he weighed 340 pounds, which he 
good-naturedly admitted was too much. 

“Would it be out of place to ask you 
how much flesh you have lost since you 
left the White House?” Mr. Taft was 
asked. 

“Not at all,“ he answered, with his 
famous big smile, and I am glad to 
tell you to the fraction of a pound. On 
March 4, when I left Washington for 
Augusta, I weighed exactly 340 pounds 
This morning I weighed myself again 
and I tipped the scale at exactly 270.8 
pounds, which shows that in the months 
that have elapsed since I ceased to be 
President I have lost exactly 8.2 
pounds of flesh.“ 

“Do you feel better as a result?“

“Indeed, I do. I can truthfully say 
that I never felt any younger in all my 
life.
